Imendations of a Bay Area Social 
Planning Council study commmittee， 
js out. 

The two-year study by a 14- 
Imember committee headed by 
State Supreme Court Justice Stan- 
ley Mosk makes 22 recommenda- 
tions to alleviate the problems 
facedby the greatinflux of Chinese 
in San Francisco. 

Its Prime recommendations call 
for: 

(1) An improved system of pre- 
immigration Preparation of pro- 
spective immigrants from Hong

for the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission to continue its 
efforts to _ upgrade job conditions 
for Chinese. 

(5) The development iDPR San 
Francisco of facilities to care for 
chronically. il Chinese，and the 
design of new health facilities in 


Chinatowmn so as to proimote cen-、 


tralization of health services in the 
area. 

(6) The undertaking of an epide- 
Imiological study of tuberculosis in 
San Francisco"s Chinese Popula- 
tion by the city's Department of 
Public Health in conjunction with

(7) The active involvement of 
non-profit organizations 一 
especially those owning land in 
Chinatown 一 in sponsoring the con- 
struction of -federally-assisted 
housing for low- and moderate- 
incorme Persons as an aid to the 
district's Severely overcrowded 
condition. 

(8) The inclusion of relocation 
assistance Within an overall .Post- 
Imigration assistance Program . 


MAJOR STUDY 


Justice Mosk said the BASPC 
decision to undertake a major 
study of Chinese newcomers Was 
made because of problems :stem- 
ming 位 om increasing numbers of 
Chinese arriving in San Francisco 
since the immigration law was 
changedin 1965. 

The 1965 amendments abolished 
the national origins quota system 
which had limited the Chinese to 
105 and, for the first time in this 
century，Put Chinese immigration 
on a par with immigration from 
other 了 Eastern Hemisphere coun- 
tries. 

Justice Mosk said that BASPC'"s 
figures 一 showing that about 3,000 
Chinese imimigrants came to San 
Francisco annually during the Peak 
years of 1966, 1967 and 1968 一 are 
lower than those f 们 equently re- 
ported by other sources,， but “the 
number of immigrants was suf- 
和 cient to _ overtax many of our 
coinimunity resources. This,，then， 
indicated the problem andtheneed 
to do something aboutit.” 


HISTORY OF BIAS 


He stressed that many of the 
adverse conditions facing Present 
Chinese immigrants“are rooted in 
a history of anti-Chinese prejudice 
and discrimination.

The government of the Republic 
of China is increasing the Pressure 
on dissent，according to 3a recent 
report from Taipei、Feeling more 
insecure afterrecent U.S. overtures 
toward mainland .China，Taipei is 
tightening the “screws on domestic 
political _dissent,，”reports writer 
Jon Unger. 

A professor at Iaiwan National 
University was quoted confiden- 
tially as saying that intellectuals 
face “the most restrictive atmos- 
phere in ten years.” 

Unger writes that “Census data 
Vital to Keeping security checks on

Just when the American people had been pacified into 
believing the war was“winding down”by increased troop 
withdrawals and“only”bombing raids, the U.S. has in- 
vaded a third country, Laos， Restrained by the Cooper- 
Church amendment, the U.S. has bought Asians -- thousands 
of South vietnamese soldiers -- to kill Asians, giving them un- 
limited air support， With each escalation we are told that 
this “incursion”in necessary to save American lives and to 
speed withdrawal. (Somehow the French in 1954 made it 
to the beaches without much difficulty. Same for the 
troops of the Phillijppines who withdrew completely 开 
1969.) Although declared neutral by the Geneva agreement 
im 1962,， Laos has been bombed by the U.S. for almost seven 
years。The recent fighting has forced 309% of the population 
Into U.S.-Tun refugee camps. (7?7ze，EFeb. 15th). In Cam- 
bodia the allied bombing has created over a million refugees 
out of apopulationof seven million. In South Vietnam， 
eight milljion, nearly half the population, have been Killed， 
wounded, maimed or displaced since the start of the war. 
(Senate Subcommittee on refugees, 1970). 


Saturation bombing of the countryside deprives the Com- 
munists their food suppjies and shelter, but it also deprives 
the civillans who are danvenout of their homes to refugee 
camps and clity slums， IThls“forced urbanization isolates 
the guerrila forces from the rural population, but it is up- 
ITooting the people, destroying the social fabric, the very 
culture of the peoples of Indochina. 


Now the roles are reversed，The U.S. involvement in South- 
east Asia is the spreading cancer. Falling dominoes is an A- 
Imerican sport. TIny undeveloped Asian countries are caught 
in the global game of power politics and are at the mercy of 
the hugest war machine in the history of civilization.
